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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ketchum '804. 

Ketchum discloses in figures 1-3 a leak point wetness senor for urological 
investigations comprising an instrument body 11, having a passage 12, to pass catheter 
13, a receptacle 21, in the instrument body, a temperature sensitive detector sensor 
(abstract, lines 4-5), mounted to the instrument body, a circuit 37, adapted to generate 
and provide a reference output simulative of a selected temperature below that of an 
anticipated temperature of a leaked liquid, the circuit generating a reference output 
independent of ambient temperature (abstract, lines 11-14), a comparator 40 
responsive to the difference between the outputs to detect and inform when the signal 
output sufficiently exceeds the reference output, the drainage channel 22 extends from 
the receptacle to the outside of the body, a recorder means 41 , the circuit is adapted to 
detect a rate of change in the signal output from the temperature sensitive detector 
sensor, the detected rate of change corresponding into a rate of change in temperature 
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at the detector sensor, the comparator outputs a signal indicating the liquid has leaked 
from the urethra, the circuit generates a signal indicating that liquid has leaked from the 
urethra and the circuit differentiates the signal output from the temperature sensitive 
detector sensor and means for detecting 40 when the signal output from the detector 
sensor sufficiently changes relative to a reference signal that is independent of ambient 
temperature.
